Texas Passes 
Compulsory 
School 


Attendance Law to Remove Evil 


That is Common. 


B IT T ER LY FOUGHT A LL ALONG

Austin, Tex. April 3.— Texas has 
fired the first shot at illiteracy in the 
“solid south” 
by passing a compul­ 
sory school attendance law. 
Texas, 
the least illiterate state in the south, 
i> still the thirty-seventh state in the 
Union in degree of literacy. 
Follow­ 
ing her lead, it 
is 
expected other 
commonwealth 
below 
the 
Mason 
and Dixon line will adopt compulsory 
education. 
The Texas legislature, 
just 
ad­ 
journed» enacted a law to compel the 
attendance at school of every child 
over seven years of age at least six 
months every year until the ago of 
twelve is reached. 
But the bill dot 
not go into effect until 
September 
1915 and for the next three years 
the maximum o six months attend­ 
ance is not enforceable. 
No child of 
twelve years or over can he compell­ 
ed t*o attend school if lie has com­ 
pleted the fourth grade and his as­ 
sistance is needed in the home. 
While this law may not compare 
favorably with stricter measures in 
northern 
states 
is considered 
a 
fair beginning for a state 
so long 
steeped in child labor and illiteracy. 
The advocates of the measure in the 
1915 legislature were confident the 
law would be improved in future s e s ­ 
sions.

Lazy husbands had better have a 
care! 
The Central Bureau of Charities 
at Richmond is going to invoke1 the 
lazy husbands law which 
the 
last 
legislature passed and it may become 
infectuous. 
Just at present, even if you are a 
“ lazy husband” you need not feel 
great cause for 
worry, 
but 
“lazy 
husbands” who make an effort 
to 
keep in touch with the current events 
are looking forward with much re­ 
gret to the day, some time in April, 
when Governor Ralston will issue a 
proclamation declaring laws the acts 
passed by the last legislature, which 
did not have emergency clauses. 
The secretary of the charity or­ 
ganization at Richmond will file c o m ­ 
plaints with the jutlge of the c ir ­ 
cuit court, asking him Uo appoint 
trustees for certain husbands who 
have refused to support their fami­ 
lies in an adequate manner. 
“Every husband” reads the law, 
“ who neglects to support hi> wife 
and provide her with necessary food, 
clothing, and medical attention, and 
every person having a boy under 16 
years of* age or a girl under 17 years 
of age, depending upon him or her 
for education and support, who wil­ 
fully neglects i<> furnish necessary 
food, clothing, shelter and medical 
for his children or wards, shall be 
deemed guilty of 
a 
misdemeanor 
and on conviction thereof shall be 
fined any sum not to exceed $500, to 
•which may be added imprisonment in 
the county jail not to 
exceed 
six 
months.” 
The court has the discretion with 
the consent of the defendant to make 
an order, “ which shall be subject to 
change from time to time, directing 
the defendant to pay a certain sum 
weekly tor a period not 
exceeding 
two years, to the wife, 
or 
to the 
guardian or custodian of the minor 
children or to an individual appoint­ 
ed by the court as trustee, and to re­ 
lease the defendant fro mcustodv in 
probation «luring such time as the 
court may direct, upon the defend­ 
ant’s entering into a bond, payable 
to the state, as the court may direct. 
In such instances, the defendant 
agrees to appear in court upon the 
order of the court, and to obey any 
order. 
In event information is given 
to the court of violation of any pro­ 
vision of th<‘ order, Ik* has the right 
to order the trial of the 
defendant 
on the original charge, or to sentence 
the defendant if sentence previously 
had been suspended. 
Forfeiture of 
th© bond is provided for and if the 
court so decides the amount of the 
bond may be paid to the wife of the 
defendant or to the custodian 
or 
guardian of his children or wards. 
In sentencing a “lazy husband” «>r 
a “lazy father” to jail the court may 
order that the man he compelled to 
work on the streets, 
roads 
or at 
¡other public work, in which 
event 
the county commissioners are auth­ 
orized to pay out of the funds of the 
county to the wife, guardian or cus­ 
todian or trustees, at the end of each 
calendar month a sum not lo ex­ 
ceed $1 a day for each day’s work of 
the defendant.
